A physical map is one type of map that shows the physical 
landforms and features of a place. A physical map might show 
mountains, rivers, and lakes. In a physical map, the water is always 
colored with blue. Mountains and elevation changes are usually 
shown with different colors and shades to show relief. Usually, 
greens show lower elevations while browns show high elevations.

STEPS 


(1) Prepare the workstations with the materials and have 
children work in small groups. Children should identify the 
bodies of water on the map and color them blue. Children 
should color water blue. 


0 Children will identify areas of land on the map and color 
them brown. Children should color land brown. 


(3) Have children make a map key showing what each color 
used on the map represents. Accept all reasonable answers. 
The key should show what each color represents. 


0 Communicate. Have each group share their map with the 
class and have all groups compare their maps. Ask if there 
are any changes they could make to the colors of the map. 
Answers will vary. Children should write about their maps and 
explain them to classmates. 


EXPECTED RESULTS 


The children will color the bodies of water 
blue and areas of land brown. They will make 
a key for the map. 


EXPLANATION 


Oceans often shown as blue on maps 
because they look blue as they reflect the 
color of the sky. Landforms are often shown 
as brown because it is close to the color 

of rocks. 


CONCLUSION 


Objects on the map take the same color as it 
appear in nature.
